Jiiid  is  not  tair;  th.-v  see  that  VICTORY  ALWAYS 
t;oi;S  TO  THE  Sri'El.'lOR  in  force,  ahsolulely  rcKar.llcss 
of  liie  liiol-iil  merit  iif  tlie  ariiiics  and  <|Uestioiis  involved;  Ihey 
!see  that  wjir  is  savaife  resort  to  brute  force,  imd  that,  therefore, 
war  does  not  iin'iisure  or  nuite  out  justice,  but  simply  iiioasuros 
the  wiirrin^  countries'  comparative  e(|uipn>cnt  in  tijjer  and 
tjava^'e.  cannon  and  cash. 

Socinlists  observe  i;i"ou))s  of  capitalists  seekint;  and  threat- 
cnini^  war  for  FOKEHiN  markets  for  jjoods  which  the  workers 
produce,  but  which  their  WAtiES  WILL  NOT  I'ER.MIT  THE 
AVOKKERS  THEMSELVES  TO  BUY  AND  ENJOY.  And  this 
the  Socialist.s  teach  dilin"'ntly  to  the  working  class — to  warn 
the  working  class.  Socialisis  si'e  groups  of  profit-lusting  cap- 
italists, ready  with  swaggering  armies  and  navies,  in  many 
parts  of  the  wdrld,  greedily  grabbing  territory  on  which  to 
grind  and  rob  still  nu)re  of  the  working  class.  This  al.so  is 
patiently  explained  to  the  working  class  by  tlie  Socialists — 
over  opposed  to  the  slaughter  of  the  toilers.  Socialists  observe 
«leek  and  crafty  capitalist"  everywhere  lolling,  smiling  and  safe 
in  their  elegant  otVices  and  homes,  cunningly  forcing  their  liick- 
wpittle  capitalist  governnieuts  to  jirotect  capitalist  investments 
in  foreign  lands,  by  wars  if  necessary.  This,  too,  is  tirelessly 
i'Si)laiued  to  the  workers  by  the  Socialists — to  warn  the  toilers, 
<!Ver  eager  to  save  the  blood  ami  tears  of  the  working  class.

Conference  when  it  suits  Italian  capitalist  interest, 
and,  with  the  holy  blessings  of  the  Church,  engaged  in  a  hor- 
rible cai)italist  war.  laughing  at  The  Hague  Conference,  digni- 
fying its  brutality  with  the  cheapened  phrase,  "Cliri.stian  pa- 
triotism": the  Socialists  draw  asiile  the  curtain  and  strip  the 
liypocrite's  mask  from  the  most  noisy,  foxy  and  distinguished 
member  of  The  Hague  Peace  Conference,  Andrew  Carnegie, 
anil  remind  the  world,  I'specially  the  working  class,  that  "pa- 
triotic" Andrew  Carnegie  and  his  "patriotic"  steel  company 
sold  steel  armor  for  battleships  to  the  Russian  Government  at 
one-half  the  price  they  charged  their  own  dear  country  for  the 
same  armor.    That  "thieves'  banquet"  of  glittering  plutocrats

All  ihese  things,  ami  more,  tlie  i  oeialists  explain  to  the  working 
class— to  WAHN  the  WOKKINC.  class. 

The  Sociiilist  Party  is  tlic  .nngiuird  of  the  working  class 
in  its  granil  iiiurch  tipward  to  freeilom.  The  Socinlist  Party  is 
the  First  liegimeut  in  tiie  silent  and  bloodless  war  I'or  peace

togctlier,  wink  knowingly,  and  cunningly  shout  ••  Patriotism  !" 
In  war  the  workers'  blood  is  spilt,  the  workers'  tcurs  arc 
despised,  the  workers'  children  arc  orphaned,  tlic  workers' 
wives  are  widowed,  the  workers'  lives  are  robbed  to  pay  war 
taxes  and  war  bonds  aiul  war  bond  interest,  tlie  worki'rs'  liealtli 
is  blasted,  the  workers  become  the  liobbliiitr  crijiples  insii'teil 
with  stiujry  petty  pensions  whiii'  distinguished,  lii^h-saiarieil 
.iudjres  iwliosc  lives  ari'  nevi-r  risked  where  the  cannon  roar) 
are  fattened  on  jiensions  of  tliousantls  per  year.  In  var  the 
woi'kcrs  have  nothing  to  j;ain  aud  ail  to  lose.  Tlie  workers  are 
lcarnin<f  t'n'se  tliin!.'s  well,  very  well.  Thi'  Socialis's  are  strik- 
inir  these  facts  of  wa:  ling  into  the  brains  of  the  working  class 
ill  all  parts  of  the  world,  liidecfl.  even  tlic?  best  iiHoriiied  and 
most  distinguished  ENEMIES  of  the  Socialist  Parly  in  all  the 
World  admit  that  the  Socialists  are  persistently  and  elTcctivcly 
warning  the  working  (dass  against  war.
